Twenty Dead and Fifty Injured 
the Record of the 
Calamity.

Going at a Speed ef Sixty-Five Miles an 
Meur the Express Train Was Hurled 
Into the Sobqvikill River—All the 
Coaches, Freighted With 150 Lives, 
Leap Over a 265-Fout Embankment— 
Taking the Mangied Victims Frem the 
Debris at the Bottom ef the Stream— 
How the Agcident Occurred—List of the 
Killed and Weunded—Tweo Trainmen 
Killed in a Collision en the Erie—The 
Steamer Ajax Lest en the Coast of 
Califernia—Miner Casualties, 


READING, Pa., Sept. 20.—The full realiza- 
tion of the indeseribable horror of last night's 
wreck on the Pennsylvania 4 Reading Ra ll - 
road, near Shoemakersyilie, was more fully . 
vealed at daylight th morning. The engine 
lay in four and a half feet of water with the 
body of the engineer, John White, still pinned 
beneath théengine. The engine is battered 
out of shape, and its machinery bent 
and twisted like. a toy. The 
tender, baggage, mall cars and pas- 
senger coaches lie in the succession 
in which they left the track, the timbers 
broken and the cars ovérturned, pinning the 
unrescued victims in a death embrace at the 
bottom ofthe river. The distance from the 
point where the engine left the tracks, going 
down the steep twenty-five- foot émbankment 
and then Gashing over the rocky bed of the 
river is fully 160 feet, showing that the train 
at the time of the accident must have deen 
going ata terrific speed. 

Thn work of searching for bodies was car- 
ried on without cessation throughout the 
night. A number had been taken ont by 8 
o’clock this morning. The number of bodies 
recovered now foots up twenty. The body of 
George R. Kaercher, general counsel for the 
Reading, was taken ont of a wrecked parlor 
car early this morning. It was 
almost unrecognizable. The scene at 
the wreck is a a@hastly one. A 
long row of dead lay along the banks 
of the river, which Increases as another body 
is recovered from the Fiver. There is a large 
force at work, but it will de dificult to move 
the heavy cars. Thousa ‘have flocked to 
the scene of the disguster, and their aid, 
though kindly proffered, is of little service, 
where experienced men are required. 

HOW THE WRECK OCCURRED. 

The wreck is saidto have ocourred in the 
following manner: A down coal train separ- 
ated above Shoemakersville. Another coal 
train following after ran into the rear section. 
Two loaded coal cars were thrown over 


on the other track just as the passen- 
ger train came dashing past and the engine 
striking this obstruction, the wreck of the 
passenger train followed. It is estimated that 
the passenger train was running at a speed of 
sixty-five miles an hour. Thetrain consisted 
of mail and express cars and three passenger 
coaches. There were about 150 passengers on 
the train when it left here. Above Shoe- 
makersville, fifteen miles above here, 
there a sharp curve on 
an embankment twenty fect above 
the Schuylkiil River. It was on this curve 
that the accident happened. About 6 o’clock 
two freight trains collided there, and one 
loaded with coal wastbrown onto ‘the track 
over which the express was to come. 

The express had no warning of what had 
occurred and came around the dend at full 
speed, The collison with the coal wreck 
threw the locomotive of the passenger train 
over the side of the embankment and it 
dragged the whole tram after it. 

A CRN OF HORROR. 

The cars were partially filled with water and 

1 all of the passengers were imprisoned 
in the overturned cars and the scene that fol- 
lowed 1 * description. Men and women 
fought each otherto escape and some, bat- 
tered and bruised bythe buffetin they re- 
ceived while rolling down the embankment, 
8 strength, fell back into the water on 

108 side of the car and were 
pelt As soon as word could be 
sent to this point a gang of 300 men with phy- 
sicians and an electric light plant were sent 
out to the scene of the wreck and went to work 
immediately. But little could be done. 
Windows were wrenched oper and so 0 
ple were saved, but many were buried under 
the cars in the ‘bed of the river. 

A large majertty of the victims, both dead 
and injured, belonged in the coal region along 
the Reading Railroad. A delegation of citi- 
zens from Mahanoy City arrived atthe wreck 
this forenoon to take eharge of their dead. 
It is sald that the list of injured now com- 
prises about fifty people. Engineer White 

and Fireman Templin, who were killed in yes- 
torday’s disaster, filled the places of Louis 

and George Heller, engineer and firoman, who 
lost their lives on the same train in the wreck 
at Tuckerton, June 23 last.

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Lonpon, Sept. W. — As the hours go dy the 
chorus of unfavorable criticisms upen Secre- 
tary Balfour’s arrest of the Irish leaders 
grows lender. At the Conservative Olubs, 
where one would expect, if anywhere, to hear 
the Government justified, there are 
more protests than signs of ap- 
proval. The worst feature of the 
business in the eyes of these objectors is that 
the new movement will cause a great mess in 
Parliament and enormously delay the passage 
of the important bills which the Government 
to carry through. It will 
give rise to no end of i trouble 
from the Irish benches and keep the 
Ministers in hot water explaiming and 
defending their aetions. The only hope fora 
creditable outcome ef the affair is in the pos- 
sibility that the Government has really got 
hold of some serieus evidence against the ac- 
cused, which it is holding back as a surprise 
for the trial, and which will place the 
justice of the arrests beyond doubt. Many 
admirers of Mr. Balfour argue that there must 
be some such surprise in store from the very 
fact that he is too keen and shrewd a man to 
take such important action as the present 
without an adequate reason for it.

Lorpon, Sept. 20.—Mr: Andrew Carnegie, 
the Scotch-Ameriean iron king, has partially 
made amends for bis recent Dundee speech in 
which he offended the English people by 
denouncing their aristocracy. In an address 
at a banquet in Liverpool he took oocasion to 
ridicule the notion that Great Britain was in 
danger of declining in wealth or power.

IN A MADHOUSE. 


A Woman, Whese Friends Claim She Is Sane, 
Detained in au Asylum. 


New Tonk, Sept. 20.—Mrs, Mary E. Carroll, 
wife of George D. Varroll of the firm of Demp- 
sey & Carroll, was taken to the Middletown 
Insane Asylum last spring, and for many 
weeks past friends of hers have been highly 
exercised over the matter, claiming that she 
was unjustly detained at the instigation of 
her husband, who, it was. alleged, was anxious 


to maintain certain relations that the wife 
objected to. Georte D. Carroll bas taken a 
strong fancy to a dagning spiritualist medlum 
named Mrs. Stryker, and became, apparently. 
an ardent believer ia spiritualism. Mr. 
Carroll’s eccentric actions caused him to 
be talked about in the newspapers, and this, 
together with the death of their son, worked 
upon Mrs. Carroll’s mind. Two doctors pro- 
nounced her insane, but since then, it being 
learned that she had recovered, Judge Dyk- 
man appointed ex-Congressman Bacon of Gosh 
en a Commissioner to take testimony as to her 
sanity: That was several menths ago and no 
report has been made yet. The responsibility 
for the delay is said to rest with the lawyers 
in the case, as the commisioner must wait un- 
til they are ready to goon with the examina- 
tion. 

‘*I can’t understand the delay, said Judge 
Dykman yesterday, and my opinion is that 
there is something back of the whole thing 
that the public knows nothing about. County 
Judges have the privilege, you know, of ask - 
ing a lawyer toe hu along a case, so when 
some weeks ago in Saratoga I met one of the 
lawvers I asked him why he was not burrying 
up the Carroll investigation. He said that 
both sides were too busy, but that a date 
would soon be fixed. The lawyers in the case 
are gentlemen, but I must say“thie talk about 
being too busy is all nonsense. Surely this 
unfortunate woman’s couse is a matter of busi- 
ness. Itaffects her and her friends deeply 
and should be settled. Through it all Com- 
missioner Bacon is not to blame. He is pow- 
er less to act. The whole thing is in the bands 
of the lawyers.’’

Antenio Santini’s sxifl in Making Basts of 
"i jap Excites Wonder 


Great Men From 
A most remarkable man is at present don“ 
ned within the walls of the City Insane 
Asyinm. His game le Antonio Santin!, He is 
an Italjan by birth, spenks Boglish, French, 
German and Spanish and is a modeler with 
the most exquisite finish, The ease is ont of 
the strangest and most interesting which ever 
demanded the attention of the city suthori- 
ties. . 

On last Tuesday an unknown man 
something ofa sensation on the down town 
streets by his strange actions. He was dressed 
in rags and tatters but bore himself with the 
air of a nobleman. 

He seemed insane on the subject of religion, 
but was notin the least demonstrative or 
violent. Every half bleck he would make the 
sign of the Crosson his breast, fall on his 
knees and offer up a most fervent prayer in 
some foreign tongue, Again he would 
step upen the curbing and deliver a 
low-toned but impassioned address to the 
crowd which he drew abonthim, A police 
moor finally took him tmto custody and 
placed him in a cell at the Four Courts Hold- 
over. 

There he was seen by Dr. Priest. The police 
report said that the man spoke only !n Italian. 
The efficient City Physician is something of a 
linguist himself, ang he accordingly entered 
into a conversation with the maniac in the 
Italian tongue. 

DR. PRIEST TAKEN BACK. 

Tou seem to bave some little dimoulty in 
speaking my language, came in the purest 
English from the prisoner. ‘' Perhaps we bad 


better carry on our conversation in your 
tongue. 

Dr. Priest was surprised. The pronunciation 
was perfeetand the accent properly placed. 
He realized on the moment that he was deal- 
ing with an educated man and for the purpose 
of seeing how far the stranger could go, 
he questioned him successively in 
Freneh, Spanish and German. Not 
enly could the risoner speak 
every one of these modern languages in the 
most fluent manner, but he was well versed in 
beth Latin, Greek and Hebrew and knew a 
smattering of the Russian, Portuguese and 
other European tongues. He was intensely 
religieus and interrupted Dr. Priest quite 
often in order to attend tochurck affairs.’’ 
He imagined that he was Pope Leo 
XIII. and he „gave audience to 
a cardinal, blessed a party of pilgrim priests, 
dictated a letter to an archbishop, addressed 
the Propaganda’’ and repeated a dozen Latin 
pesvers with a touching fervor. Dr. Priest 

pent several boursin the prisoner’s cell. He 
finally obtained from the man the information 
that his name was Antonio Santini. He said 
he was born in Reme and had risen 
to the station of Cardinalin the church. His 
maniateok the form of fear ofthe Propa- 
ganda, insisting that the present Pope Leo 
had taken bis name in order to secure the 
chair which he now occupies. He said that 
enemies had 4 bim away from Rome, 
and nad left him pennifess in a foreign land. 

Dr. Priest had the stranger sent to the St. 
Vincent Asylum. Gen. Grierson, the Call- 
fornia army efficeer who was in St. Louls in 
searoh of his demented son, went out to the 
asylum to see Santini, the Italian, in several 
particulars resembling the missing man. But 
the strongest part of the case was yet to 
come. The same day Santini was placed 
in the asylum ene of the attendants noticed 
that the new pesens had taken the bar of soap 
from the washstand in his room and was busy 
scraping and smoothing the soft material 
with bis finger nalis, several of which he had 
aliewed to grow quite long. The keeper paid 
little attention to the man’s actions, thinking 
that the Itallan.was amtsing bimselfin some 
new insane freak. Santini worked for three 
er four hours, apd then asked the attendant 
for another bar of seap. Fearfu! that the fel- 
low had swalied the grease, the attendant 
called Dr. .Atweed, who went into Saantinl’s 


cell. 
MADE BEAUTIFUL BUSTS. 

A surprise awaited him. On one corner of 

the washstan@ sat a bust ot Lafayerte. Any 
person who has ever seen a picture of this 
noted man could not have failed to recogn _ 
that face and head, so pérfectiy had the in- 
sane artist done hie work. The bust was not 
more than four inches high, yet every line 
and every curvé was 80 well drawn that the 
production became a marvel in the physi- 
cian’s eyes. Santini was at once furnished a 
supply of soap and Dr. Attwood sat down to 
watch him in his work. The patient was not 
in the least disconcerted by the presence of 
his visitor. His fingers were ever so deft and 
and histouch marvelously delicate. In less 
than two hours, be heid upto Dr. Attwood’s 
gaze a minature bast of Washington, 
as full and complete in its every 
detail as the most critical could desire. 
The patient was iadisposed yesterday and did 
no work. To-day, however, he commenced 
operations on some historic group, which he 
expects to finish in a few days. 
This diversion appears to have benefited 
Santini mental. esterday evening be had 
so far recovered his senses as to be abie 
to give a somewhat definite account of him- 
self. He said be had been educated for the 
priesthood while at Rome, but had become in- 
sane while at his studies in the monastery. 
An old Jesult had taught him the art of mod- 
ling, and be had used his skill simply 
for his own amusement for many years. 
He said that he came to this 
count some time 0, and had been con- 
fined in several Eastern insane asylums, be- 
ing subject to recurrent attacks of acute 
mania, brought on by over study on religious 
questions. Theskil! which the man displays 
will probably be brought to the s#ttention of 
some of the local art enthusiasts.
